I find a Convention sitting compose 
of ‘representatives of all Irish parties. pá 
this I do not know. fre years 
certain of us did our best to get ench a be y 
together, but unsuccessfully, and ] was then 
of thé opinion that it éould nev'r be done. 
1 find I was wrong, and that «ach a Con- 
vention as we desired and worked for is 
actually at work.at the present m.ment. 
not exactly know, having been 61| of Ireland 
60 long—to use words familiar «+ the present 
time—the general and ial ideas they are 
working on. I can, and will, however, ge 
you the reasons why I advocated euch a Con- 
vention, and what result [I hoped from it. 


‘| These were that it might lead to an agreement 
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among Irishmén, and put an end for ever to 
the constant bickeringe between parties, and 
‘the consequent political turmoil which the 
country labored under. I have often pointed 


| out the deficiencies of the eystem of govern- 


ment, or, rather, want of Fhuil "Sul ag €euoc- 
cessive Administrations country 
aliernatively on sugar and tallete. i hope that 
these days are gone for ever, and that we are 
going to see a new sunrise—that my fellow- 
countrymen are, doing all in their power to 
come an agreement. 

The principal enémiesa of Ireland are not 
outside the country: they ate the dissensions 
and differences among Irishmen themselves in 
Ireland. ‘Till Irishmen can close their ranks 
there is no hope for the country. Of what use 
ie it if the Sinn Fein, or the Orange, or the 
National, or O'Brienites, or any other party 
come out on top? They only become a target 
for the others to shoot at, Unfortunately, this 
fighting epirit is not confined to party leaders 
and their followers, but permeates al) down to 
the smallest parochial body in the country, 
where the igh ideas of party leaders are 
uad a8 a weapon by individuals to achieve 
their own private ends, and to spite and injure 
those who stand in their way or do not see 
eyé to eye with them. I hope and trust that 
the Convention will coms to an agreement, 
and that a united Ireland will be the result. 

Before I close, there is just one other point 
I will touch on, and that ia physical force. 
Revolutions in a country by force of arms are 
as dead as the dodo unless the revolution is 
supported by an army and modern weapons 
ahd appliances. A mob with ecythes and pikes, 
or even rifles and machine guns, has as much 
chance against a modern army with modern 
appliances as an army of ants has against 
human beings. Amyone who thinks, and has 
any idea of modern war-—-and there are many 
to-day in Ireland who have—does not want 
this point laboured. Any body of people 
attempting any euch thing will have the blood 
of many innocent and ignorant people on their 
heads, They “a think they are heroes; their 
ideas may the noblest; but the fruite 
of any such balún on their part would be 
massacre, and their action will be viewed by 
posterity as that of insane and criminal 
lnnatics. If. there dre any eo foolish as to 
advocate physical force, let them go to any 
front and they will seo the tietlessnéss of a 
mob in modern war.—Yours, etc.,

The 
men whom he saw had been standing in this 
position for eight hours, German ingenuity in 
manufacturing substitutes for parts of 
machinery is well known. An instance of this 
is the use of papier maché in the manufacture of 
shells, where formerly only copper was used. 
The Germats are now boasting that they have 
a new and very fast submarine, which travels 
as rapidly as a torpedo boat, and they are ex- 
pecting great things from this class of U boat. 
They recognise that unless they can subdue 
Great Britain the war is hopeless for them. 
Edueated Germans, however, now regard the 
submatine war as a means, not of short@ning, 
but of prolonging, the war, until Great 
Britain's spitit is broken. They say—* Never 
mind how long it lasta; we must get Antwerp, 
for Antwerp is necessary for our trade. If we 
succeed in this, and we probably shall succeed 
when Bugland has had enough of the war, costly 
as the war has been for us, it will not have 
been fought in vain.”

NO NINETY-NINE YEARS’ LEASE, 

A Reuter’s telegram, dated Chicago, Thureday, 
says;--Mr. Roosevelt at & luncheon here related 
for the first time hie version of the secret con- 
ferences between himself and the German Am- 
bassador in 1902 regarding Germany's proposed 
temporary occupation of Venezuela, which 
threatened war between the United States and 
Germany. Mr. Roosevelt sent for the German 
Ambassador, and eaid : “ This Venezuela business 
is going on long enough. I cannot afford to 
let it geb to a point where it may cause trouble 
for this country. He then called the attention 
of the Ambassador to the fact that Germany 
had a squadron near Vevesuels, threatening 
the mouth of the proposed Isthmian Canal, and 
demanded a statement as to what German 
meant by temporary possession, acading-—" 
do not propose to have any 99 year leases.”’

That is to say, keeping all the 
territory which it has invaded, except, perhaps, 
some partial restitutions which it might make 
at the actual Peace Conference., The Austro- 
Hungarian reply throws no light on the present 
state of things. common war aims of 
the Allied democracies have been clearly laid 
down in President Wilson’s reply to the* Pope’s 
Note. Regenerated Russia, for her part, has 
made known the principles for which the free 
people of Russia have been fighting. In reply 
to all this, Germany has made no open, frank 
statement, but still continues her energetic réle, 
proclaiming that might is greater than right, 
and awaiting only the time when she 
may be able to consolidate the conquests she 
has made by force. M. Tereshtchenko went on 
to refer to Germany's latest acts in regard to 
the Polish question, especially the rescript to 
the Governor-General of Warsaw and the new 
Administrative Statutes for Poland. These, he 
gaid, are concessions to the Poles, concessions 
due to Germany's weakness, and which will not 
satisfy the Poles, whose mother country still 
remains, disunited, though it is. Russia offers, 
as an alternative, the principle of the free de- 
velopment of all nations, and the Russian Go- 
vernment confirms its firm resolution to carry 
into effect its Proclamation to the Poles of 
March 30, 1917, especially in regard to the re- 
constitution of the free Polish people. The 
Provisional Government has made a proposal to 
the Allied Powers to issue a joint Decree ratify- 
ing the ebove-mentioned Proclama‘ion. At the 
same time, Russia will take care that the future 
independent Polish Kingdom chall enjoy the 
necessary conditions for its economical regene- 
ration, while leaving open the question of in- 
demnities for the losses caused by the enemy's 
invasion. M. Tereshtchenko, in conclusion, ©x- 
pressed the ven 0 that henceforth Russia's gene- 
ral policy would ne longer be a policy of para- 
doxes such as had cost Russia so dear during 
the last few months. In fact, he said, we acte 

nominally on behalf of peace, but in reality 
we only created conditions which tend to 
lengthen the war. We sought to reduce the 
number of the war's victims, but in reality we 
made the bleodshed still more terrible. We 
laboured for a democratic peace, but in reality 
we brought the triumph of German Imperialism 
nearer. These misunderstandings must not be 
allowed. In order to end the war in accord- 
ance with the principles laid down by the Go- 
vernment, it is necessarv that all the live forces 
of the country should unite to help the Govern- 
ment to carry out a policy that is absolutely 
national. 


THE DEMOCRATIC CONFERENCE.

THE IMPERIAL CHANCELLOR. 
The Imperial Chancellor said :—I must at ag

ichaelis said—We greatly deplore the suffer- 


mic war, and we are always prepared to take 
our share in provisioning neutrals. The econo- 
mic and financial difficulties of France are 
rapidly increasing. Economic distress is still 
more keenly felt in Italy, with its internal poli- 
tieal concomitant. In England the U boat war 
is exercising a certain and inexorable effect.

In the United States the Government 
has attempted by all methods, and even by un- 
paralleled terrorism, to stir up a war enthusiasm 
which has hitherto been non-existent among 
wide masses of the American people. We look 
forward with confidence and calm to the mili- 
tary exertions of the United States which have 
been announced. In Russia a grave economuc 
crisis reigns.

THE POPE’S NOTE. 

* With regard to the Pope's Note, the Chan- 
cellor said—The German Note has met with 
approval among our friends and Allies, while 
the majority of our enemies gave it an ob- 
viously embarrassed reception. It is difficult to 
understand how anyone acquainted with the in- 
ternational situation and international usages 
could ever believe that we would pvt ourselves 
in such a position as, through a one-sided 
public statement on important questions which 
are indissolubly bound up with the entire block 
of questions that are to be discussed at the 
peace negotiations, to bind ourselves to a soln- 
tion to the prejudice of ourselves.. Any such 
F& statement at the present time could only 
ave a confusing effect and harm German in- 
terests. We should not have come a step nearer 
to peace, but we should have contributed, cer- 
tainly, to the prolongation of the war. I must 
at the present moment, added the Chancellor, 
dectine to specify our war aims and bind the 
hands of ovr negotiators. Concluding, the Chan- 
cellor attacked President Wilson's reply to the 
Papal Note, and declared that Dr. Wilson's ‘at- 
tempt to sow dissension between the people and 
the Government of Germany had no prospect 
of success. His Note had had an effect con- 
trary to what he desired, and had bound .the 
Germans more firmly together in the stern re- 
solve to oppose resolutely and energetically al! 
foreign interference. 


“APPOINTMENT OF A VICE- 
CHANCELLOR. 


According to a Berlin telegram, the 
Main Committee of the Reichetag on 
Thursday discussed the Supplementary Budget. 
Serious objections were raised against the 
creation of the post of Vice-Chancellor, 
A member of the German. par *de- 
clared that the creation of thie office wae 'an 
affair of the greatest. political and constitutional 
importance. The Secretary of State for the In- 
terior, he said, ought to have taken over thia 
post until the Reichstag and other official 
quarters had come to an understanding on the 
subject. The Federal States and executive 
organs should on no account be deprived of 
their rights. 

The Secretary for the Interior, Count Roe- 
dern, in reply, said that it was proposed to 
combine this office later on, if necessary, with 
one of the Ministerial offices. 

An Independent Socialist described the Vice- 
Charcellorship as national. 

A Liberal member eaid that he could only 
agree to the provisional character of this office 
in view of the present necesr'*tics, 

A Social Democrat objected Lecause he feared 
that the Vice-Chancellor would deprive the 
Secretaries of all initiative, and that the new 
office would hamper the working of the Govern- 
ment machinery, rather than promote it. 

The member of the German party again said 
that it was extremely dangerous to allow a man 
outside the Administration such great influence 
on the Secretaries of State, who had to deal 
with administrative work. ; 

A Centre speaker described the bill as ‘an en- 
croachment upon existing conditions, and as 
being of constitutional importance. 

A Progressive member reported the bill, 
whereupon its first reading was passed. . 

The Constitutional Committee of the Reich- 
stag, by 15 votes against 12, adopted the pro- 
posal by the National Liberals, Progressives 
and Social Democrats to cancel the concluding 
sentencs of Article 9 of the Imperial Constitu- 
tion, debsrring members of the Federal Coun- 
cil from simultaneous membership of the Reich- 
stag.

THE PEOPLE MUST BE TOLD 
THE TRUTH. 


Lord. Beresford, speaking. at the mer 
chant seamen's boycott meeting, in the Albert 
Hall, London, last night, said that no one in 
authority had yet made a clear _ definite 
statement to bring it home to the German 
people that they would be seriously punished 
after the war for the continuation of their 
crimes, ot that the punishment would be ime 
creased if their crimes continued. Ministers 
had spoken of reparation and restoration, but 
they must have statements made in unmistak- 
able language incapable of being misunderstood 
as to what punishment would be inflicted u 
them if they continued those horrors. 
punishment must be proportionately severe to 
the crimes committed. 

Speaking of the tonnage lost, Lord Beresford 
said the peopl» must be told the truth. If the rate 
of sinkings of the last two weeks continued, at 
the beginning of 1918 the combined shipping of 
thie country, the Allies, and neutrals would be 
nearly six million tons short of what they had 
in 1913. That was a very serious loss. Let 
them remember that that was the net loss. 
They had lost a ga deal more than that; but, 
taking a very liberal estimate, they had in the 
mon from August, 1914, to Janu 1917, 
lost four million tons, Up to this date they had 
lost six million tons, so that oy the end of the 
ear they would have lost 12 million tons sunk. 

t they had made up 5,500,000 tons, so that 
the net result would be six million tons lost by 
1918. i 

The last two weeks were almost the best they 
had had. His figures were based on the supposi- 
tion that the sinkings would continue at the 
same rate. They would beat the submarine, al- 
though their losses would continue. His opinion 
was that the war would not be over until the 
United States of America put a million men into 
the trenches.

1 should not have removed him 
myself. 

n reply to other questions, Sir Thomas said 
that he had-been consulted some few years ago 
by the prison authorities as to the treatment of 
ladies who were in prison, end who refused to 
take their food. He advised on that occasion 
that the particular prisoners should be dis- 
charged at once, and that it would be unsafe 
to resort to foreible feeding. He thought that 
one of them would not out of prison alive. 

Have you been consulted medically with re- 
gard to the treatment of prisoners in Mount- 
joy, before the death of Ashe, as to the wisdom 
of fertible feeding? No.’ never witnessed 
forcible feeding, except in a lunatie asylum, in 
my etudent days. li was administered 
through the nose or mouth. Without the co- 
operation of the patient focd cannot be ad- 
ministered by the mouth without a gag, and 
two persons at least aro required to administer 
at. 

May a man have a heart from which he would 
drep dead in consequence of forcible feeding, 
without showing any symptoms which could 
be detected beforehand through a stethescore ? 
That is so—within certain limits. It would de- 
pend on the acouracy of the examination. The 
object of forcible feeding is to save |ife, but in 
the endeavour to save life (as Mr. Healy put 
it) one onght not to take life. If Ashe had 
been e«uffering from glandular trouble while he 
was in Lewes Jail forcible feeding was spe- 
cially undesirable. 

Do you know that the prison rules forbid an 
operation without a second man being present? 
1 do not. . 

Do you add anything to the information of 
the jury beyond that which has already been 
given by Dr. Dempsey, Professor McWeeney, 
and Dr. McKenna? No, but that the fact that 
the patient had been two days without food was 
a reason for the cardiac failure.

THE ‘CASE FOR THE PRISON 
AUTHORITIES. 

Mr. Hanna steted the case for the prison 
suthorities. Ashe was brought into the prison 
on September 10 under an order of a Oourt- 
martial committing him for one year to hard 
labour. He was in prison under an order put- 
ting him in the ry of offenders of the 
third- division. The Governor of a prison h 
no discretion to alter the class in which a pri- 
soner may be put, according to the order of 
the Court that sentenced him. If ho mention 
of the class was made in the order of committal 
the prisoner was placed in the third class. 
Even the Prisons ard could not alter an 
order of the Court, A hard and fest line was 
laid down which must be obeyed. It had been 
stated by Mr. Healy that the prisoner Ashe, 
having been convicted of sedition, was entitled 
to be treated as a first-class misdemeanant. 
Thai was so under the Act of 1887; but Ashe 
was convicted under the Defence of the Realm 
Act for causing disaffection amongst His 
Majesty’s subjects, and he was not entitled to 
the privileges given under the Act of 1887. No- 
body but the Lord Lieutenant had the power to 
change the status of a prisoner, and it was 
sometimes a question for the Cabinet. _On 
September llth Ashe asked to be brought before 
the Governor, and he was brought before the 
Deputy-Governor “Mr. Boland). He said he 
would not work or obey any order or rule relat- 
ing to criminal prisoners, because he did not 
eonsider himself a crimina!. Mr. Boland warned 
him against disobeying the regulations, and 
then brought the matter before the Prisons 

ard. From the time Ashe went into prison 
until he left it he never did any work. The 
work he was asked to do was sewing sacks— 
mail sacks—in his cell, He refused to do it, 
and when he was at exercise| he talked eon- 
tinually with other prisoners, and set the whole 
place at defiance. (Applause in the gallery.) 

A Voice—And justly so. 

Mr. Hanna said he knew that a great many 
people present disagreed with the view he was 
putting forward. He had a great many things 
to say that would not be popular with people 
in that assembly. (A Voice—‘ Very likely.’’) 

_ The Coroner asked that counsel should not be 
interrupted. 

Mr. Hanna said that if he were interrupted 
he should ask the court to be cleared. Even 
Mr. Healy's supporters should have a sense of 
fair play.

When he disobeyed the 
rules the Governor was entitled to give him 
severe punishment, but the Governor, knowing 
that he was not an ordinary criminal, was un- 
willing to do anything unduly harsh. Ashe was 
brought hefore the sputv-Governor on Sep- 
tember 13, and he was told what the Prisons 
Board said, Ashe said he would still protest 
sgainst being treated sa a criminal, and thai 
he would nob comply with any rule.

Your evidence is that without a very elaborate 
examination of the heart of such a person as 
Ashe a doctor could not detect disease in it?

treatment euch as Mr. Ashe received? I think 
it is one of the greatest objections to forcible 
feeding. 

In your opinion is it a necessary condition pre- 
cedent to forcible feeding to determine positively 
that the héart is sound? = Yes.

The witness, replying to further questions, 
said that he thought forcible feeding, even by 
the moet skilled man, was dangerous, but the 
extent of the danger would gor on various 
creumstances—the previous health of the 
patient, the amount of resistance he offered, 
and the skill of the . operator. The grea» 
danger that arose from forcing food was, he 
thought, that while the tube was in situ tie 
patient might vomit. If he was restrained he 
might not be able to empty hie mouth. The food 
might be administered when the patient is 
either sitting up or lying prone. The fact bat 
Mr. Ashe had been suffering from glands in his 
throat ought to have’ made them more cautious 
in the feeding. 

Did you as how often he had been fed? IT

A SERIOUS PROBLEM. 

The’ beet skill of the Department of Agricul- 
ture is being concentrated on a problem of 
momentous importance to the potato-growers of 
Ireland. In recent years a new plague, called 
‘black seab,” has affected potatoes in various 
parts of the United Kingdom. It has become 
very serious in the Southern Seottish counties, 
and also in Lancashire and Cheshire. Up till 
a few years ago Ireland was immune from

The garden where the disease was discovered 
was closed against all kinds of trespass, Ib was 
completely dug up, and every root, leat, and 
hauim burned. The garden was again set in 
potatoes, and the disease again appeared. This 
result went to show that the disease waa in the 
soil, and that seme other form of attack must 
be made. The affected area was isolated, and 
the Belfast markets and export were closed 
against potatoes from the Ards. The farmers 
were very indignant at the action of the Depart- 
ment, and numerous prosecutions have had to 
be brought in order to have the regulations 
adhered to. 

It was borne in upon the Department that 
they were Up agaihet a problem as serious as 
was the foot-and-mouth disease iff catile, and 
that unless it was tackled on a big seale no 
useful result could be expected. Bit the ques- 
tion of ways and meaha wae also a serious one. 
Fortunately, the Gibson Béquest was available. 
The late Mr. Gibson, a Belfast jewellér, by his 
will, left the residue of his aescta, amountin 
to over £130,000 for the “ development o 
agriculture Amongst the rer farmers of 
Antrim and Down,” and directed his trustees 
to be guided in their administration of the 
income by the advice of Bir Horace Plunkett 
and Sir T. W. Russell. A dew weeks ago 
nearly £4,000 beeamée available under this 
bequest., The trustees applied to Sir Thomas 
Russell for his advice. He consulted with Bir 
Horace Plunkett, and they had the assistance 
of the Department's experts. It was suggested 
that the acerued ineome could be best applied 
in fighting this new potato plague, and this 
was unanimously agreed to,. The financial diff- 
culty having been thus removed, the Depart 
ment eet about a complete control of the 
potato crop in the Ards Peninsula, and the 
work is well in hand. No potatoes will now 
be permitted to be dug in the Peninaula unless 
under the personal inspection of an official of 
the Department, 

Parlier in the setton thé Department 
fequired two fielta in the affected area, and 
planted them with eight or ten varieties of 
seed, Last Wednesday the farriers of the dis- 
trict were invited to witness the result of this 
experiment. It was found that every potato in 
the ridges devoted to the Up-to.Date or Main 
Crop was affected with the plague. Somme 
other varieties had the plague np to a 
point, and had thén been infected. The only
